are on, and in each the question seems to 
be as to -which side 'can hold out longest, 
or best do without assistance from the 
other. 
In most oases these strikes arc 


not wholly, a contest between capital and 
Jabor, and hence they do not partake of 
the bitterness which generally accompa- 
nies those where financial matters are 
the cause for both .incentive and reslst- 
enee. 
In none of the disagreements now 


on has there been any violence -and those 
who are out Insist that there will be 
none.

At strike headquarters at Eleventh and 


Broadway, it is stated that there is no 
Change in the situation; that eighty-two 
men are out in Alameda coun'ty, and that 
but one boy of the old force Is left at 
work; that the strikers are holding to- 
gether firmly and doing food work for 
their cause, which they oonfHeittly ex-' 
pect to win, althoug'h -there are as yet no 
signs of an agreement; that there has 
been no violence, and that nothing bu'l 
kindly feeling exists towards the employ- 
ing company. J&ut few men were around 
•the headquarters, and they evidenced a 
hopeful expectancy and regretted that 
they had felt it necessary to strike at 
all. 


The officers of the telephone company

are moving along smoothly. 


CARPENTERS. 


Matters remain practically In statu 
quo in this branch of the labor trouble, 
so far as final adjustment of the dis- 
agreement is concerned, 'although it la 
stated at headquarters of the Building 
Trades' Council that a number of union 
men are going tr> work under its-direc- 
tion. Seven went back yesterday. 
At the a.bove mentioned headquarters 
it is ciaimea that this whole trouble 
arose over the action of the Mlllmcn's 
Union, which had placed itself under the 
orders of two governing bodits and tried 
to obey the conflicting directions of both. 
Many hundreds of years ago it was said 
that "no man can serve two masters." 
and this is as trite and true now as when 
It was first promulgated. 
The District 
Council, which, it is alleged, should be 
an integral part of the Building Trades' 
CouncU. and practically subordinate to it 
when it is necessary -to render an ulti- 
matum on a proposition vitally affecting 
the membership of an affiliated union, 
has, it is' asserted, attempted to manage 
the affairs, and its plan of'so doing has 
not received the approval of the Building 
Trades' Council, this latter organization, 
stating that Its policy is that no union 
shall parrJyzo the building industry of 
the city without the mo?t serious cause. 
This conflict of authority fitill exists, 
and mcfT.ntime. building 
interests 
nre 
suffering, as are the individual interests 
of those who are anxious to again be at 
work. 
At Brotherhood headquarters on Tenth 
street, it. is agreed that there Is no 
change In the situation and denied that 
any members of Carpenters' Unions 36, 
104 or 1158. United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, have re- 
turned to work or intend to until all i 
differences shall have been satisfactorily | 
adjusted on the lines laid down at the | 
commencement of the strike three weeks 
ago, and, it Is alleged, that the "fight is | 
to a finish." Here it is claimed that the ' 
strike could be promptly settled if the I 
unqualified endorsement and adoption of; 
the Brotherhood label were agreed upon. ; 
and this appears to be the principal con- 
tention at present. 
It was hoped that the presence here 
of W. D. Huber. national head of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America, would promptly clear the situ- 
ation, but up to the -present there are no 
surface indications that anything: favor- 
able has resulted from his coming. There 
is a deal of quiet connubiating being 
done and s. continual going- to and fro, 
all of which seems to indicate that an 
adjustment may be reached very shortly. 
At "the rooms of the BuilSing Trades' 
Council the statement is made that there 
appears to be nothing to be done but for 
those who are out to return to work. 


MILLMEN. 


About half of the'millmen, it is stated 
at the building trades' rooms, have re-

zation is concerned, the millmen's strike ; 
Is oft. If there were but one side to this! 
controversy this declaration

lleye the situation in regard to the build- 
ing trades generally and allow the unem- 
ployed to again become producers, but 
there is another side.

Union affiliates with the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners and the large 
majority. of the

orders tor a general resumption of work

stands. 
The Brotherhood asserts that 
but twenty-eight out of-a membership 
'o£ 360 have deserted and resumed wot-K, 
and it Is suspected that these twenty- 
eight will find that they are traveling a 
verv rugged road before the

reached. Meantime, .builders and would- 
be builders arc praying for the adjust- 
ment of all differences and the speedy 
return to normal conditions.

of the Union Pacific and Superintendent 
D. O. Clark of the Union Pacific Coal 
Company arrived here early today and- 
have taken personal charge of. the work 
of removing debris from the slope and 
entries and reaching the bodies of the 
victims. 'The miners believe the awful 
explosion occurred or. the 
seventeenth 
level from the fact that the slope and en- 
tries are more and more choked as it is 
approached. The bodies found here will 
probablv be badly burned and mangled.

THE CON 10 AFFAIR. 


The companies paj- 5160 a month rer.t 
and the members so.y they desire to get 
quarters -which shall be more in keapins 
with tht. requirements of the service and 
the pleasure, of the members. 
Both companies have received offers 
from persons who are now erecting new 
buildings to provide them with a new 
rendezvous^ One of these proposed struc- 
tures Is at the corner ot Eighteenth 
street and San Pablo avenue, and the 
other is at the corner of Ninth and 
Franklin streets. The propositions have 
beer, referred to the officers of Com- 
panies A and P. who compose what is 
known as the Armory Hall Association 
and have charge of the headquarters of 
both companies. 
Captain Hunt of A Company, how- 
ever, declares that the propositions re- 
ferred to are too vague and the assooi-' 
ation has referred them back to the 
parties making them for the purpose of 
making them more specific. 


NEW INSIGNIA. 


. Tomorrow Companies A and F of this 
city, G of AlamKlc. and I of Livermqre 
will receive the new regulation stripes 
and chevrons for the enlisted men, and 
the officers will be furnished with the 
new regulation shoulder straps and caps. 
The Fifth Infanto1 will be the first regi- 
ment In the service to receive these new 
indices of office and rank. 
The stripes 
on trousers will be of a grayish blue and 
narrower than they were formerly. 
The 
chevrons will be of that same shade of 
blue instead of white as formerly, and 
will be less than one-third the size of 
tho present ones.

General Clunie was a man of large 


He was success- 
ful In lav, in business, in politics, and 
in the fiiier achievement of the lasting 
regard for his fellow-men. In him the 
sentiment of loyalty was strongly de- 
veloped. His Highland ancestry showed 
itself in the staunchness with which he 
stod by his friends and hi s beliefs and 
it Is a tribute to his character thai 
those who will feel saddest when he is 
laid to rest will b_e those who have 
known him longest and in .the closes 
Intimacy. 


Although born In the Dominion of 


Canada, California was the only land 
General Clunie ^ever knew, the only 
land that claimed and received hip al- 
legiance.

It was his 
misfortune, however, to live in strong- 
ly Republican districts and this fact 
alone prevented his election to the 
highest 'offices within the gift of the 
people of the State.

He was 
twice defeated for Congress, but each 
time ran far ahead of his ticket. His 
personality was always stronger than

Race troubles In this country are 


embittered and complicated very.often

en by preachers and politicians

their own race. An example of wild 
and foolish talking is afforded by the 
sermon of Rev. Montrose W. Thornton 
at Wilmington, Delaware, 'last Sunday. 
After due allowance Is made for the 
feelings aroused by the burning of the 
negro: White, the sentiments expressed 
are inexcusable. They are-exceedingly 
harmful. While the manner in-which 
White met his fate 
was horrible— 


devilish in Its barbarity—the fact re- 
mains that he was a vile wratch; who 
committed a 'crime that the civilized 
countries regard as the foulest In the 
calendar. His life -was doubly forfeited 
under the law; he had placed himself 
beyond the pale of sympathy, and it 
will not do, in protesting against the 
savagery and torture! of insensate mobs 
to confound abhorrence of inhumanity 
and mob murder-with sympathy for 
crime and with criminals.

of the San Francisco publishers 
to 


increase the price of subscription for 
the daily papers assumes the propor- 
tions of a-trust. .In spirit and pur- 
pose the agreement has scarcely the 
passing resemblance to a trust. 


The .publishers do not Manufacture 


either news or white paper, the ele- 
ments which constitute the completed 
article furnished the subscriber 
in 


the form of the daMIy journal. 
They 


collect the news, print it on papers 
which are sold like any other com- 
modity. 
Recently the price of white 


paper has so advanced that the printed 
sheet scarcely sells for enough to pay 
for its cost without the news. 


The wages of printers, stereotypers, 


pressmen and 
other employes have 


gone up in proportion. So have all the 
other materials entering into the pro- 
duction of a newspaper. 
Tet 
the 


publishers ha.ve continued to supply 
until recently subscribers with papers 
at the prices that prevailed before the 
cost of production had increased 30 
per cent. 


No advance was made 
for-a long 


time because 
the 
publishers were 


afraid of each other. All realized that 
they were conducting their business, 
as regards subscription rates, on . an 
unbusiness-like basis, but each was 
afraid to increase rates, because of 
apprehension that the others would 
take advantage of the situation. 


Finally, like sensible men, they came 


together, talked the matter over, and 
entered Into a common agreement as 
to the rates of subscription. Beyond 
this there is no community of interest 
among them. They tto not pool their 
profits or divide business—they have 
simply agreed with each other as to 
what they shall charge for their pa- 
pers. There Is no compact as to the 
rates of advertising, which constltutee 
the chief Item of a newspaper's reve- 
nue. There is no agreement as to the 
quantity, quality and character 
of 


the news, published. Each 
publisher 


turns out the kind of a paper that 
suits him or his readers and puts it on 
the market.

PLANTS. 


EXPERT-. MEASURES 
MOISTURE 


THAT COMES FROM LEAVES 


AND SOIL.. 


BERKELEY, 
July 1.—To determine 


how much .moisture comes from the res- 
piration of plants and evaporation- from 
the soil, Arthur P. Stover, irrigation ex- 
pert for the United States Department 
of Forestry, Is carrying on a. series of 
important experiments near Tulare and 
Pomona. 
In his work Mr. Stover Is 


being assisted by the local agricultural 
college. Ho arrived In- Berkeley yester- 
day from the south, after having finished 
his preliminary work. 


The plan of the investigators ia to fill 


boxes with various kinds of soil, alkali, 
loam and the like, and then measure tho 
effects of irrigation. There are forty of 
these boxes, of the dimensions of two 
by three feet, constructed of galvanized 
iron. When filled with soil they weigh 
about 400 pounds. 
In some of the boxes plants, such as 
alfalfa and berry trees, are grown; some 
are merely filled with soil. All are irri- 
gated and frequently weighed. By noting 
i.he difference in the planted and un- 
planted boxes the amount of evaporation 
or transpiration is ascertained. The soil 
evaporates and the 
plant transpires— 
transpiration means perspiration. 
It is important to agricultural science 
to know exactly the amount of evapora- 
tion of soils and transpiration of plants 
and a great deal depends on the success 
of these experiments.

become public thoroughfares. In order 
to prevent the driveways that are be- 
ing used dally from passing Into the 
hands of the town, the authorities will 
close the grounds on Friday, Saturday 
and' Sunday to all but officers of the 
University and students of the summer 
session. Guards will be placed at the 
different entrances to see that no one, 
not included in the above list enters 
the grounds. 


This Is being done to protect the 


campus from the law which makes a 
road that has been used for five years 
a public rignt of way. It Is a legal pre- 
caution. Five years ago the grounds 
were closed for three days for the 
same reason. 
Since then the roads 


that cross the campus In all directions 
have been used just as much as sDme 
of the streets of Berkeley by drivers 
of delivery wagons and buggies. Were 
legal precautions not taken 
a large 


portion of the colege grounds would 
become public property.

closed to the public on July 3r, 4th, 
and 5th. 
The real reason for this precaution 
Is to retain the right to close those

terfere with some of the buildings. The 
drive from the Dana street entrance 
which passes west of North Hill lies 
In the way of new California Hall, 
which is soon to be begun.

When Bowers reached his destination 
ha was surrounded by a number of peo- 
ple who jostled him about, called him 
names and caused him to fear that he 
was In danger ot personal violence. 
Bowers accordingly returned 
to 
the 
office of the company told Ellis that he 
feared he would be Injured If he should 
go to work. 
Ellis to!d him to "consider It a day" 
and to go home. 
Bowers boarded a 
street car • with the intention of going 
thither, when he was 
surrounded 
by 
striking linemen, who besought him to 
abandon working in the place of strikers 
and who threatened to whip him If he 
'did not abandon it. 
Bowers, it is alleged, appealed for as- 
sistance an<l protection from the street 
car men, but these latter told him that It 
was a inntter with which they had noth- 
ing to do. 


Bower*, it is alleged, then started to 
leave the car when he was assaulted'by 
being struck by some person from be- 
hind. 
He ran into the store of-Prank 
Matt, on Broadway, where Superintend- 
ent Ellis, was called and accompanied 
Bowers home. 
Mr. Ellis said that tho Chief of Police 
of San Fr.-inclsco ha.d promised protec- 
tion to tho men employed by the com- 
pany. 


He accordingly urged the appointment 
of special policemen, for tho services 
of whom the Sunset Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company would pay.
